persons unlawfully gathering infoimntiou concerning any part of the ; 


national defenses shall be subjected to n flue of not more than $1000 or 
imprisonment for not more than a year or both. In the event that informa- 


tion is comniunicatpd to a foieign government or any attempt is made to 
dispose of it a penalty of not more than 10 years' imprisonment is provided.

erners and cast In their lot with their 
states.

The southern leaders, head- 
ed by President Davis, a West Point 
graduate of experience In the Mexican 
war and. In the omce of secretary of 
var, were laboring ha-d to raise levees 
or the "irrepressible conflict" which 
hey foresaw with better judgment and

North Vastly Superior In Population. 
The population of the country, ac- 


cording to the census of 1860, was 31,- 
443,322. Of this only about 9,000.000 were 
in the eleven states which afterward 
formed tho Confederate States of Amer- 
ica, and of these 9,000,000 about 3.600,- 
000 were colored, either free negroes or 
slaves. From tho official reports It ap- 
pears that the whole amount of revenue 
collected .during the. fiscal year ended 
Juno 30, 1SOO, at the ports of the states 
which had seceded up to March 27, 1SS1, 
was only S3,«l,757, or only about one- 
twentieth of all the revenue collected 
at all the ports of tho United States. 
Small wonder that the south found its 


financial position becoming worse and 
worse as the year 1861 and the subse- 
quent years of struggle wore on, or 
that its people fount: themselves re- 
duced *to the most desperate means of 
obtaining subsistence when their porta 
were blockaded by tho fleets raised by 
the Federal government to meet the 
emergency. 


As Lincoln's.first term began its ha- 


rassed career' tho air was ailed with 
talk of compromises. Matters had ad- 
vanced far on the road to open war- 
fare, but hope that bloodshed might bo 
averted was still felt. Influential lead- 
ers on.both sides strove to find some 
ground, of agreement, but they boived 
before the determination.: of the south 
qn-tka one side to free Itself from what 
It termed "intolerable northern domi- 
nation" and the equally Inflexible deci- 
sion of the north not to yield to any 
thought of dismembering the "old Un- 
ion "of tho fathers."

The object of the bill was to prevent the civil 


service commission from innuiiing into the youthful record-of candidates 


^ for positions in the public scivice other than those aspiring to the:police 


and prison service.

Governor Foss said that the exceptions made by the framers of the 


bill bear witness to the importance of safe-guarding police and prison 
service from the possibility of admitting into such service any person who 


; • has a criminal record even before reaching the age of sixteen. 
His 


Excellency then pointed out that it is equally important to. safe-guard other 
departments in a similar way, and that the civil service commission can 
bo trusted to exercise good judgment in passing upon the early record pi 
applicants, taking care not to brand as a criminal any applicant who hud 
•been guilty meielyof a boyish mistake. 


Under flic proposed law the commoiiwenltli would be deprived of the 


power to protect itself against men convicted of criminal acts, and for this 
reason tho veto of Governor Foss should be unanimously sustained. The 
measure was evidently introduced in the interest of somebody who wishes to 
secure a place in the public service but who is handicapped by an early 
criminal record.

We 
think any school isjri tlmjatter class, _ 
and "Because the school is primarily an 
opportunity to Its students. In' some 
respects, more depends upon the stu- 
dents than upon the school. They de- 
termine whether 
they set 
anything 


worth while out 
of the instruction, 


and in a very large share of cases ' 
where they do not the fault Is chiefly 
theirs. When a person complains that 
a school has done nothing for 
him; 


the first question he ought.to be asked 
Is what he has done to ensure that 
the school' should do something for 
him, 
That is an element which those 


who complain in' petulance too often 
forget. School, of any sort, Is an op- 
portunity .lo be grasped with ' resolu- 
tion,'with zeal, and with industry, to 
be worth anything. Then even an im- 
perfect school will be far superior to 
no school. 


So the difference between a textile 


student who grumbles at the school 
and 
another 
textile student 
.who 


praises it is probably pretty accurately 
/heasured by the personally 
differing 


spirit and attitude of the two students. 
However they may disagree in 
their 


spoken judgments, the school abstract- 
ly considered is the same school, To
